The Foreing-Two bid: has come 
to be such a dominating factor in 
the Auction that some: players 
have come to regnrd an honest 
“One” bid as necessarily denoting 
a moderate hand. 

This is not so. + 

The Foreing-Two is something 
more than a forcer, it is a demand 
and It indicates that the caller 
holds ‘nt least 6% quick tricks. 
He may: hold more but he cerlain- 
ly does not hold less. 

Now supposing he holds 4% 
quick tricks, He has a very fine 
hand but.one which is nut quite 
‘xtrong enough to“juatify the con- 
jventional Two and if he called it, 
‘partner would be mised, But the 
reaponder may have o strong hand 
and, if he has anything more than 
'2 quick tricks he: should keep the 
bidding open. 

It docs not follow that because 
dentor did not bid a forcer, he 
does not ‘possess a powerful hand, 

On partner's ability to keep the 
bidding alive he has another 
tehance of forcing by “jumping” or 
jeallingg one more Chan is necessary, 
lif dealer, for example, opens with

Approaching Lesson. 

It does not follow that a slam 
cannot be bid because’ partners 
have uot opéned the bidding with 
forcers or demand bids. Let us

Sam is the dealer and there Is 
no score, He has not quite 
‘enough strength for a Forcing: 
Two, so he bids One Spade. With 
no intervening call, Sue Bays two 
Hearty. Fourth in hand being 
silent, it is for Sam to show that 


his and is stronger than he sug- 


gested with his original bid. But 
there is no need to “jump.” If he 
bids Three Diamonds he may be 
quite vertain that Sue will not let 
it div, Sam's rebid shows strony 
Spades as well as the Ace of Dia- 
monds and with the Ace of Clubs 
in her hand, Sue can see slam pos- 
sibjlities, It would be quite safe 
for her to bid three Clubs, but the 
better bid would be four Hearts. 

That is « jump overbid and 
shows great Heart strength. 
There is .no need for any more 
dallying. Sam’s fine Spndes- and 
the King of Hearts make a small 
slam almost certain and he should 
respond with six Hearts, which is 
the best bid in the combined 
hands.

Where a bid has been made on 
nu hand which is only just strong 
enough to justify it, the hand 
should not be rebid, unless part- 
ner demands it. If the response 
is also a minimum then partner's 
call should be left alone, even if 
the hand Is weak in that syit. To 
rebid a hand without additional 
strength is to mislead partner be- 
cause he is certain to take it: as 
constructive and might continue 
to build.

The Five Principles. 

“I propose the following. prin- 
ciples should be our guide. Firstly, 
the Kellogg-Briand Pact, to whict 
we are all signatories, can only 
mean that the ‘nations of the world 
ure agreed that they will use their 
arms solely for defence. 

“Secondly, this reduction should 
be carried out, not only by broad 
and general cuts. {in armament, but 
by fnereasing the comparative 
power of defence through a decrease 
in the power of attack. 

“Thirdly, armaments of the world 
have grown up In mutual relation 
to cach other. Spenking generally, 
such relativity should be preserved 
In making a reduction. i 

“Fourthly, reductions 
rent and positive, and 
economic relief. 

“Fifthly, there are three problems 
to be dealt with,—land, air and 
naval forces, all interconnected. 

Based ‘on thia_ principle, I pro- 
pose that’ the armaments of the 
world should be reduced by nearly 
one third. 

Drastle Reduction. 

“In order to reduce the offensive 
character of all Innd forces as 
distinct from their defensive char- 
acter, I propose the adoption of 
the proposala made ‘at Geneva for 
the abolition of all tanks, all 
chemical warfare, and all large 
calfbre Runs.. I propose that there

SAVING AS 


AN INSPIRATION. 


(By A LOCAL PADRE.) 


[This is the first of ‘a series 


of articles contributed hy 2 fecal 


Army Chaplain who is welt known to Sunday radio listeners.] 


Someone once remarked to G. K. Chesterton that Christianity 
has been tried, and found wanting. “On the contrary,” he eald, “it 
has been found hard, and never tried.” 

That remark holds good to-day when we hear so much ubout 
the decline of Religion — that men and women have found out that 
it is “effete” — that for all practical purposes it can be ignored. 
The fact that the Churches are emptier than in the past is brought 


up as proof incontestable. 

Tf all this is true, is it worth 
saving? Is the Church worth pre- 
serving, In view of its record, in 
view of what it has done, and is 
doing? | Before we touch on modern 
conditions, the trend of the times, 
let us yo back into history. “By 
their fruits ye shall know them.” 

What has the Church done all 
down the ages? What has been the 
Influence of Christianity in the 
world, since the Advent of. Christ, 
its founder, what lias it ‘to show,{ 
compared with other religions, us a 
means of world uplift, in the spread 
of human progress? 

We do not pretend that there 
have not been some black spots in 
her history—that again and again 
she has fallen short of the Ideals of 
her Founder. But on the other, 
the constructive, side, there Js over- 
whelming evidence us to whut she 
has done. ; 

As Bruce Barton has pointed out, 
when the Romin Empire, decaying 
and corrupt, went down at Inst be- 
fore the Goths and Vandals, there 
Was one agency of civilisation, and 
one only, which atood firm, which 
was strong enough to survive, and 
that was the Christian Church. 

Whatever of Art or Scholarship, 
of Faith and Idealism survived 
these recurring catastrophics, was 
saved by the care and sacrifice of 


{the priests and monks and nuns.! 


The little spark of learning, from 
which scientists were later to relight} 
their larger torches, was preserved, 
not In the laboratorics and librarica, 


| for there were none, but in the cells 
tof the monasteries, 


| And thé Church did more than 


merely survive. It rescued somo 
salvage for the future, [t even con- 
quered the conquerors, . it taught 
them to worship. It turned the 
tide. The sweeping floods of bar- 
barism that threatened to wipe out 
all the progress won by centuries 
of effort were brought under con- 
trol. The Church was the last bul- 
wark when all else tottered. It 
saved enough of civilisation so that 
the structure could be rebuilt. 
Again, to what influence do we 
owe the great philanthropic institu. 
tions throughout the Christian 
world, the huspltals, the orphanages, 
the homes for widows, the aged, the 
infirm? They are due simply and 
solely to the direct influence of 
Christionity, Civilisation did not 
do it, though that is what is very 
often answered. The great ploncer 
hospitals in- London owe thelr an- 
cient Charters, ond their founda- 
tlons, to the direct influence of 
Christian ethics translated into 
action.

UNAVOIDABLE LOSS. 


Many motorists are 10 doubt 
often puzzled to understand why the 
tyre pressure drops even slightly in 
within 48 hours, 
whether in use or not, The ¢x- 
planation of {hig phenomenon is as

Decidedly Better Export. 
Figures 


FOREIGN TRAPE ANNEXED 


PETROL STATION ON GROUND WORTH 
400,000 AN ACRE. 


London, July 5. 

The latest available figures for 
car exports from Britain are de- 
eidedly encournging. During April 
exports numbered 2171, valued at 
£274,t21, which compares with 
1,228 and 1,497 cars in the corres: 
ponding month in 1931 agd 1930 re- 
spectively. 

‘The number of Standards shipped 
during the eight montha to, March 
KL, 1982, exceeded the previous 12 
months’ shipments hy over 500 per 
cont. and it is Interesting to note 
that, in addition to regular ship: 
ments to Australia, South Africa, 
New Zealand und India, these cars 
ave being exported in large num-

A question whieh frequently 
arises is whether it Is worth while 
having worn cslinders hored out 
and fitted with hardened liners 
instead of having them reground in 
the usual way and oversize pistons 
fitted. The main point for con- 
sideration is cost, which is little 
higher for Jiners than for u rebore. 

The question of which process is 
employed, depends really upon the 
age of the car, If auch attention 
is necessary after, say, 16,000— 
20,000 mites, when the rest. of the 
car Is in a more or less sound con- 
dition, the extra coat of fitting liners 
will be well repaid.

PLANS. 


British Labour In New 
Ford Plant. 


- London, July 1. 


Begun a little more thon three 
years ago, the Ford Motor Com- 
pany’s works at Dagenham are 
rapidly approaching completion, 
equipped and engaged in produc- 
tion; while the power house and 
gmelting plant, which will deal 
with the raw material, are well 
advanced, - 


At present the factory has a 
productive capacity of 160 cars a 
day. When the works are com- 
pleted in about nine months’ 
time it is stuted. that the output 
will be 1,000 cars a day, or “two 
a minute.” <A considerable part 
of the works will be devoted to 
the nianufacture of the new 8 h.p. 
Ford car. 


British labour, materials, and 
machinery have been used almost 
exclusively in the construction 
and equipment of the’ works, 
which, when complete, will ulti- 
mately employ 15,000 workmen. 
The establishment of. the factory. 
—the largest of its kind in Eu- 
rope — will, it is clnimed, proved 
of great benefit to the country’s 
export trade, as approximately 
three-quarters of, Dagenham’s 
output is‘intended for Continen- 
tal and overseas consumption. 
Even in their present unfinished 
state the Dagenham works con- 
vey an impression of very offi. 
cient activity. Tho cars are seen 
passing | the endless tracks 
through every stage of assembly, 
from the rough castings of their 
components ito the finished car 
with its engine running leaving 
the track under its own power. 


An interesting featuro of the 
company’s organisation is a 
Trade School, where boys of from 
14Y, to 21 years of age reccive 
practical training for skilled work 
in the factory. The boys carn 
while they learn, starting at a 
wage of £1 a week and 28. 6d. for 
pocket money.

CHAIRMAN’S SUGGESTION ° 


Construction of Houses on Po Leung 


Kuk Old Site - 


Ways and means of wiping off a 
yearly ‘deficit of $100,000, are being 
sought by the Tung Wah ‘Hospital 
authorities. 

A suggestion put forward by Mr. 
Chan Lim Pak, Chairman of the 
Board of Directors, to construct 
dwe)ling houses for rental purposes 
on the Po Leung Kuk old site, is 
awaiting the decistfon of the local 
Government. ° His suggestion fs al- 


{so for the construttion. of houses 


for the Hospital staff ond nurses, 
at the rear of the site. : 
In an interview with the Sunday 
Herald yesterday, Mr. Chan Lim 
Pak stated that expenses té main- 
tain the Tung Wah Hospital, Tung 
Wah Enstern Hospital and the 
Kwong Wah Hospital, amounted to 
over $600,000. The rent and medi 
cal fees received by the institutions 
did not adequately cover this, lenv- 
ing a deficit of $100,000. This lat- 
ter sum was met by subscriptions. 
“Tt ig, not right that wo should 
depend always on our philanthro- 
pists to meet the expenses” ho de- 
clared. . “We, .should find somo 
means to meet these requirements, 
and I can think of no other better 
means than to construct houses In- 
stend of 4 hospital on the Po Leung 
Kuk old. site”. : 


According to- catimates, ho atat- 
ed, eight houses could be conatruct- 
ed at a cost of $700,000, and the 
annua) rental would amount to 
$24,000. Taxes and sundry expen: 
ses would total $4,000, this leaving 
$20,000 clenr. After o period of 
three-and-a-half years, the Tung 
Wah Hospital could get back tho 
monoy spent on the construction, 
with Interest. : 

The construction. of -anothor 
branch of the hospital on the site 
in question would mean greater an- 
nual expense for the Tung Wah 
Hospital to mest. :

Matteotti, it ‘will be recalled, 
was _an Italian Socialist Deputy 
who, mysteriously ~ disappeared.

Signor Sarda, of course, 
ig a representative of the Italian 
Fascist Government at the con- 
ference. : 

Signor Sarda was furious. He 
turned, and in the breathless 
hush which followed the inter- 
ruption and the, sudden eatlence 
of the speaker, he sprang to- 
wards M. Renaudel. The French- 
man rose to mect him and they 
fought on the floor of the cham- 
ber.
